Tailway materials , 

The cxpenditure during 1963-64 was Rs. 45 . 26 lakhs as 
against Rs. 64 . 27 lakhs in 1962 -63. The decrease in expendi 
ture was due to the transfer of the main line Railway from 
Vasco - da- Gaina to Collem to the Southern Railway which 
resulted in less expenditure on the maintenance and operation 
of locomotives, carriages and wagons , the maintenance of 
the track and on the staff of the Traffic Department. 

The cxpenditure stated above does not include the paymcat 
of interest on capital and loans, and transfers to Reserve 
Funds.

No. 7 .5 / 7 / 64 -CIS . - - The Rules for a limited departmental 
competitive examination to be held by the Union Public 
Service Commission in September , 1965 , for selection of 
Grade IV officers of the Central Information Service for 
promotion to Grade III of the Central Information Service 
are published for general information . 

2 . The examination will be conducted by the Union 
Public Service Commission in tho manner prescribed in the 
Appendix to the Rules 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

3 . All officers appointed to the Central Information Ser 
vice who have completed or would have completed , but for 
deputation , five years continuous service in a duty post in 
Grade IV or a higher grade of the Service on 1st March 
1965 , shall be cligible to sit for the Examination . 

NOTE I.-- "Deputation would include the holding of an 
ex- cadre post in and under the Ministry of Information 
and Broadcasting.

(i ) to arrange the newy material in order of importance 
and to give suitablo headlines to the ten items considered

( ü ) write a short news story in English (of about 500 
words ) with captions for publication in a newspaper . 

( 2 ) Indian History and Culture -- The paper will be 
designed to cover the ( a ) Ancient, ( b ) Medieval and ( c ) 
Modern periods of Indian History , and will include questions 
on Culture broadly covering topics and trends such AS 
followings : 

(i) Influence of Buddhism on Indian thought and life 

on Indian art and sculpture ; 
( ii ) Persian influence on Indian social life, and on 

music, painting, literature and other forms of 

artistic and cultural expression ; 
( iii) Continuity of Indian Culture — Idea of Unity in 

Diversity ; 
( iv ) Influence of Bhakti movement on Indian social 

life - Kabir , Şurdas , Tulsidas, Tukaram , Ramdas , 

Mirabai; 
( v ) Indian Renaissance during the nineteenth century 

beginning with Raja Ram Mohan , Roy and the first 
part of the twentieth century , with reference to 
causes, the forms it took , leading personalities con 

nected with it , and its salient features. 
N . B . I.-- The topics mentioned above are not to be 
regarded as exhaustive , and questions on topics of Emilar 
nature not mentioned in the syllabus may also be asked . 

- Candidates may be required to answer a mini 
mum number of questions from cach of the three parts 
corresponding to the ancient medieval and modern periods 
of Indian History into which the paper may be divided .

The candidates will be required, (i) to write articles, in any 
one of the Indian languages specified in the Appendix , on 
given subjects, suitable for publication in a newspaper / perio 
dical, and ( ii ) to translate newspaper feature articles from 
English into any one of the Indian languages specified in the 
Appendix , 


NOTE. - - Candidates should clearly specify in column 23 
of the application form , the Indian language in which they 
wish to answer papers ( 3 ) and ( 4 ) . NO CHANGE IN THE 
OPTION ONCÈ EXERCISED WILL BE ALLOWED , 

5 . Candidates must write the answer in their own hand . In 
no circumstances will they be allowed the help of a scribe 
to write down answers for them . 


6 . The Commission have discretion to fix qualifying marks 
in any or all the subjects at the examination , 

7. From the marks assigned to candidates in each subjects, 
such deduction will be made as the Commission may consider 
necessary in order to ensure that no credit is allowed for 
merely superficial knowledge. 


8 . Deduction up to 5 per cent of the maximum marks for 
the written subjects will be made for illegible handwriting.
